And it is an infinite bleſsing 
both ypon the King , and the people, 
when'the Kings heart keepes as neere 
vnto God, as Gods power is tothe King, 
For then tis but reading of my, Tear, 
and youboth fceand cnioy the blefliog 
preſcntly. 

For then-the Congr-gation that comes 
vp, the great (ongregation ; great in num-

If /uſtceand Iudg:mentbec not cxecuted, 
the Earth will arſſolue , the Kingdomes 
will melt away , all things will fanke and 
fall; but 1 will beare rop the pillars of it, 
faith God; and ], faith the King.
